TUB nt. Hon. V. V. Mackenzie King 
Premier of Canada, lia? Just pub- 
lished a collection of his public 
• addresses under the title of "The Mes- 
sage of iho Carillon". The book is an 
Inspiring one and extremely appropri- 
ate in this, the Diamond Jubilee Year 
of Canadian Confederation. The Prime 
Minister has acted wisely in excluding 
speeches on controversial subjects and 
has scon fit to introduce into the work 
a broad spirit of peace and thanksgiv- 
ing rather than a broadcast of his own 
personal views. The apirit of the vol- 
ume Is Canadian; the "Message of the 
Carrlllon" one of peace and good will. 
Divided into four chapters on Confed- 
eration, Canada and tlif Empire, Inter- 
national and Industrial Peace, and Ap- 
preciations, the speeches are in the au- 
thor's flowing and lucid style, simple 
yet pregnant with a deep kindly phi- 
losophy of life. 

At the Centenary at Toronto this 
year, he comments philosophically on 
progress, acknowledging that nearly all 
the credit for advance is due to sci- 
ence. '.Let us not fail to give recogni- 
tion to obscure and unrewarded labors 

we should acknowledge in their 

proper perspective the services of sci- 
entists and scholars to our country, to 
the Empire, and to the whole world." 

Speaking of Sovereignty, he main- 
tains that the sovereignty of the King 
and the sovereignty of the people have 
blended into one. "That is the genius of 
British people in the art and science 
of governemnt." Of the Empire — "The 
--■Empire is a" community of free nations 
. in. which Is recoiled the ideals of na- 
tional autonomy and imperial unity. 
Union, confidence and peace to the 
whole is the aim of the Imperial Con- 
ference—the real link of the Empire is 
the liberty and freedom ensured under 

British Parliamentary institutions and 

■ '*} ' 

the •.British constitution— it embodies 
freedom itself, its unity is of the mind 
and of the heart."' 

Concerning Canadian Unity — "Can- 
ada has been a land of reconciliation. 
Many strains of blood make up our 
nation but we are essentially one peo- 
ple— we have learned to resp?ct honest 
differences of opinion — we are united, 
seeking unity which delights in diver- 
sity. I dismiss as unworthy of consid- 
eration any change which contemplates 
the break up of our Confederation, 
llow could a Canada East or a Canada 
"West be better off than a United Can- 
ada? In a speech on the United States: 
I oppose the idea of annexation with all 
the power at my command — both arc 
better off as they are— civilization 
would be the loser as we are the Inter- 
preter, between the two most fornild 
able bodies of opinion in the world, 
American and British." 

Of Industrial Peace — "The unrest In 
the world of Industry today is the voice 
of a grler-stricken humanity crying for 
justice in the relations of industry — 
labor, rapltal, management, and the 
community are liidlssnlubly tied up. 

In another speech, he utters his 
thoughts on Friendship and Citizen- 
ship. "Friendship Is rooted In service — 
that best portion of a good man's life, 
his little forgotten acta »f kindness 
and of love.." He believes that citizen- 
ship is nothing but public service, the 
spirit of service in a community deter - 
mlnlg that community's value to the 
■ late. "A world citizenship h:is come 
Into being since the War"

TUKUK are things which even hooV 
reviewers find It hard to deter- 
mine. Though they usually pre- 
tend to know everything, they most 
emphatically don't; and so there ap- 
pear conflicting and yet dogmatic 
views about H. M. Tomllnson, the au- 
thor of Gallions Roach. 

This book has drawn the fire of cri- 
tics, and has held It. It is new. Its cri- 
tiques are usually favorable, but this 
Imprcslson is of necessity rendered re- 
latively- Tomllnson Is always said to 
be greater or worse than some estab- 
lished novelist. The medium of com- 
parison is customarily Conrad. 

Mr. Tomllnson. as Conrad did, writes 
about the sea. That he has Conrad's 
characteristic vividness in his descrip- 
tion of tempestuous nature Is un- 
doubted. Conrad, however, was a paint- 
er, slashing and bold, it is true, but 
who yet. filled out his realism with de- 
tail. Tomlinson, on the other hand Is 
doubly impressionistic, but so minute, 
so careful, and so analytical that his 
work appears like a painstaking etch- 
ing or line-engraving— bringing out In 
high relief the very soul of men, of 
things, even of action itself, and leav- 
ing the surface to a less oxotlcally ar- 
tistic hand. 

Tomlinson questions. He is modern. 
You can walk down the street with 
Jimmie Colet, through three chapters 
of reading matter, adopting as In a 
trance the thought of the author, fol- 
lowing easily from one idea to the next, 
led inexorably onwards, and yet halted 
harshly on the brink of an eternal 
question, of an abysmal ignorance. He 
seems to deal in fundamentals, and hu- 
man-like, to find no set truth there. It 
is baffling. He may have some conclu- 
sion in his own mind. If so, it Is eso- 
teric. 

As far as Mr. Tomlinsim's psycho- 
analytical study is concerned, the 
scene could very nicely be laid In the 
same spot throughout. He does not do 
this, nnd so unfolds a plot which can 
well hold the attention of the most 
restive. 

Jim Colct, the personality studied, Is 
a tierk in a trading company. Under 
provocation, he hits his employer, and 
the latter falls dead, most probably 
through heart-failure caused by his ex- 
cessive anger. Colet does not know this 
however, and leaving a beautiful girl 
by whom he is loved. .enters upon a 
career of adventure. He seems to slide 
along, utterly oblivious of the part he 
is playing In the unusual incidents 
through which he passes— the sinking 
of the ship, an agonizing week of thirst 
spent upon a tumultuous sea In an 
open rowboat. the rescue, his trips in- 
to the Jungle-lands of the Malay pen- 
insular— all this evidence of a changed 
elxstencc seems lu leave no trace of 
excitement in the mind of Colet. The 
study is tremendously personal, the 
adventures well-devlsed by one whose 
knowledge Is first hand. 

Tomlinson is a powerful writer. His 
short, sketchy sentences adapt them- 
selves well to analysis. He is solemn, 
rarely witty, but on those rare occasi- 
ons shows touches of sparkling Frsk- 
inlan humor, he is logical, sometimes 
even approaching the Shavian direct- 
ness in his logic; above all, he has, a 
personality of his own. Taken by and 
large, he Is well worth knowing, and 
Gallions Reach is ciultc palpably his 
best vehicle up to the present.

In Mils novel there stands out 
the character of Roger Morlay, 
n university president presumably tit 
Ills ease In <5lon, but dissatisfied with 
academic, methods, struggling for In- 
tellectual Independence, sadly needing 
companionship and above nil desiring 
thut ho may live his life. One would not 
call this hook a hedsldo one but rather 
one enjoyed with a pipe In ti cosy 
chair, lis method of approach is soph- 
isticated and to tho present collego out- 
look somewhat cynical. 

In this world of standardisation and 
keeping In tho rut, It Is a hard thing 
to kick against the pricks. Life Is n 
difficult thing If wo are not Just going 
lo havo a little flamo and then splutter 
out. Life as It comes to us must be 
lived or lost, and such is the position of 
Roger Morlay. His was the choice of 
living a life or living a career. Having 
a career in which he was safe econo- 
mically, he chooses life; Instead of the 
publicity of public life, he chooses 
humbleness of mind. 

"Our Lordly Ones. Roger there • 
are two sorts: those who are lordly 
In their own humble eyes and those 
who nro lordly In the eyes of a 
crowd." 

His mind was partly made up when 
his female companion, not his wife, 
says: 

"Having a career Is tho sreat 
American curse. It's a more hor- 
rible imprisonment than any caste 
system — It lakes tho immediacy out 
of life. Human beings arc not or- 
ganised for far goals and wagons 
hitched to stars. Tho body Is fo- 
eussed on the proximate satisfac- 
tions of weariness, of hunger, and 
thirst, and desire. When these sat- 
isfactions la ml a man visibly in 

high places, all right; but " 

From the stagnation of a university 
come radical thoughts. Firstly from a 
young genius, an Instructor, Splicer; 
then from the President himself In the 
Founder's Day address. In each case 
tho reactionary elements of the nil- 
thoiiLlcH start the war Splkcr's case 
Is before the powers that be when 
fallaciously the chairman retorts: 
"I fqoi that the apparent radical- 
noss of Mr. Splker's mind is mere- 
ly owing to his youth nnd his ori- 
ginality. Tho former will pass and 
the academic life will chasten (ho 
latter." 

This reminds one of the conversation 
In 'Man and Superman' when the fath- 
er says "I was a radical In my college 
days, forty years ago," to which his 
son laconically replies "Forty years." 

Tho president himself causes a stir 
in the dovecotes when he announces 
his onslaught upon that type of lecture 
which Is merely a vocal textbook; to 
abolish all lectures that were not ori- 
ginal. Again "If thi! community does 
not want the teacher to profit by h's 
vyoiik -ihcn the community must In re- 
turn not seek to make profit out of 
the teacher.' Wltli his reform program 
he ultimately wins the favor of Ibe Re- 
gents but when he announces his de- 
cision to dispense with Intercollegiate 
athletics tho Associated Alumni 
screech, "It Is with athletics that we 

front the world.'' liven the KtUllonlS 
desert him and so Roger Mmiay goes 
to live his life, but the climax of i he 
book his not yet been reached -, 
Theie Is at tlmes'a disconcerting 
method of glvins the sequence of 
events and then a une pages later tell- 
ing h' w they happened. This Is as bad 
in explaining J"kes lo a Scotsman but

Why I Wrote 
'The Lordly Ones 

By H. B. Leman 



The Author of "The Lordly Ones'' 
who is Associate Profetaor of 
English at the University of 
California, here gives hie peraon- 
al reasons for writing the book. 

WROTE The Lordly Ones' because 

II had to. And I had to write the 
novel for more reasons than there 
are chapters In It. I suppose. I had to 
write II because 1 had lo tell some of 
the little that I knew about the glori- 
ous Kate Willow and something of 
what 1 knew about the Impact such a 
woman could have upon the life of a 
mini like Roger Morlay, who with nil 
his great gifts had been ridden by one 
of tho liinrnoterlnlln fetishes of our 
civilization. 

That fetish Is the Idea of a. career. 
'The career,' Kate Willow says, is the 
Oreat American curse.' Certainly It Is 
a rolk-way In these United Slates. And 
of nil Ibe folk-ways It Is the moat do- 
vastlng. To live a life by n pattern laid 
down In advance of knowledge of one's 
own gifts Is, oil In nil, not lo live life 
nt Its best. 11 happens that the Idea of 
a career In tho educational world Is 
hiorc conventionalized nnd therefore 
more sterilized than any other. Only 
the strangest natures ran resist the re- 
wards of advancement— always offered 
In terms of administrative responsibil- 
ity—which by their very quality des- 
troy the characteristic activities of the 
men who receive them. 

I was not therefore concerned to ex- 
plore and exhibit the cnse.nf academic 
freedom. But to take In one of Its more 
virulent forms the curse of the career 
and present it In terms of all the dally 
living of the university world. 1 wasn't 
Interested to show that some under- 
graduates are unconventional In their 
morals, though such a case exists In 
the book; I wasn't concerned to show 
that some undergraduates are stereo- 
typed and fearful in their sexual re- 
lationships, though an illustration of 
that exists in tho book. I wasn't con- 
cerned to tell the story of impoverished 
college teachers, nor of rich Jews liv- 
ing a varied and significant life lu the 
academic world, nor of widc-vlsloncd 
regents and kindly deans,— though all 
of these exist In the book. My concern 
was entirely to present the career story 
with its successes and failures with Its 
complete expressions and Its frustra- 
tions of a certain man named Roger 
Morlay and to present that story par- 
ticularly in terms of tho manners and 
customs the superstitions and insights 
characteristic of one of the smallest, 
hut perhaps one of the most Important 
groups of men and women In tho Unit- 
ed States.— namely tho college teacher 
and the college president. Though there 
arc only a few hundred college presi- 
dents In Iho country and a few" tens of 
thousands of college teachers, their 
significance Is fabulously put of pro- 
portion to their numbers. And the na- 
ture of the lives they live nnd of the 
way in which they succeed or fall in 
facing their Ideals and reality— all of 
this is Important. Reform then of tho 
specific sorts recommended by Roger 
Morlay and. the heavily loaded chance 
oppositions are Incidental to a larger 
pattern and the Illicit love affairs that 
move backward and' forward across 
tho sound regularities of convention, 
so arc they Incidental. 

The lordly ones are those people In 
the world who carry tho design Impli- 
cit in their own natures out to tho last 
detail, without .regard to Institutions 
always and often without regard to 
other people. The college presidents 
and such nro thought of usually as 
lordly, but In this sense lordliness Is 
only In the best instances possible to 
them. The lordly folk, existing Inde- 
pendent of Institutions and social lim- 
itation, aro few but they tiro of all 
sorts; a Janitor, a young college in- 
structor, the daughter of a president 
of a university, a beautiful and brilli- 
ant and youngish woman of flu with a 
dark past. Rut In whatever department 
of living they find themselves and how- 
ever glad and full of laughter they may 
be, they are In a special and appalling 
sense terrible for most If not for all 
who come In touch with them.

SINCE first his works were brought 
to the attention of the American 
public some years ago, Jacob 
WasserrnOn has enjoyed considerable 
popularity. It Is difficult at timea to 
understand Just why this should be, 
for although there Is undoubtedly great 
merit In his writings, there Is but lit- 
He that la genuinely n( W and that war- 
rants the loud blasts from the trum- 
pets from which his praises are blown. 

It Is Impossible, In the first place, to 
treat of Wnaserman'a style, since it 
comes to us through the medium Of 
translation. Translation, no matter how 
carefully made, reflects a« much the 
spirit of the translator as of t?ie author. 
A book of this nature Is the work of 
two and not of -one man. Often the 
translator, In a fit of accuracy, loses 
the spirit of the book; Just as often 
the converse happens. 

Five shorter subjects form the text 
of Jacob Wasserman's latest volume, 
Worlds' Ends, which has been trans- 
lated from the German by Lewis Gal- 
anllere. Unfortunately, the very na- 
ture of this volume makes It more dif- 
ficult of analysis than some that have 
preceded it. Each of these stories is a 
critical description of one of more ty- 
pical characters, and naturally, the 
success of the book depends entirely 
upon the extent to which the author ha* 
presented a convincing picture. It is 
In work such as this, that phrases, and 
even single words, have their greatest 
value, and here, between the) words 
that AVasserman wrote end those that 
appear on the printed page, there are 
Injected the Ideas and words of the 
translator. 

Even though It is being examined un 
der a lense that dims rather than clari- 
fies, certain mérita are discernable In 
WorloV Kndt, particularly in Adam 
Urbaa, the first story in the book. Here 
Is described with great skill a type 
wholly unknown In this country. The 
translator has called him a peasant, 
which does not convey the correct Idea. 
This critic, not having read the origi- 
nal, Is willing to hazard the guess that 
the German word used was bautr, 
which might,, more successfully have 
been translated yeoman. This word, it 
may be rightly argued, has fallen into 
disuse, but none the less, it present 
to the reader a picture entirely differ 
ent from which peasant usually con- 
veys. 

Adam Urbaa" proud spirit, his great 
devotion to what, acordlng to his lights 
was upright and just, Is described 
with a distinctive pen. Rut It Is diffi- 
cult to think of a peasant possessing 
the attributes of L'rbas. It Is true that 
the story element is a valuable part 
of this tale, hut It is the intensive char- 
acter study that gives It value. 

In contrast to Adam Urbaa Is Luk- 
ardis. In this latter account no definite 
impression Is left with the reader. 

Those who have read the Triumph of 
Youth, or the World's Illusion will 
find In Worlds' End» a similar spirit: 
differently expressed perhaps, because 
the translators are different.

Today William Kirby ia remem- 
bered simply as the author «f 
"The Oolden Dog" yet he davotW 
no small part of his tlma to worto «f 
poetry and history which have lane- 
been lying In neglected corner» 6t old 
shelves. From this obscurity Macmlllan 
has now withdrawn the "Annate Of 
Niagara", first published 30 ye*r» ago. 

They present us with a volume moat 
attractively hound, illustrated with pfc- - 
tures well knr/wn and otherwiee— edme 
Interesting as being sketches by Mra. 
Slmroe, wife of the 1st Lieut-Governor 
of Upper Canada, edited by Dr. Pierce 
with a.n introductory and unobtrusive 
notes containing bibliographical hints 
as well as some of the necessary cor- 
rections and re-statements. 

"The Annals" are the tribute and 
token of Klrby's unswerving devotion 
to his adopted locality ar.d a feeling of [ 
pride permeates the whole tale ae he f 
tries to trace the role Niagara, haa 
played in Canada's story— flrat aa Oa- 
ghlara, the Indian village and euccee- 
sively aa the outpost for mlaalonary i 
fort, the station for explorer, 
in the great French chain, the goal of 
countless Loyaliste, the capital of ' 
Upper Canada. He dwells with affec- 
tion on those days of ite glory aad 
through his own enthusiasm Imparte 
to us some idea fa their aocial llfej 
suggesting trials and hardahlpe, but 
not overlooking pleasure* and diver- 
sions. '? 

At a reminder of personality* anï 
events connected with the region It ca* 
perhaps be of service to the curious 
visitor. Considered as history its valujf 
Is scant. The narrative tends to- lois 
perspective and is marred by its au- 
thor's prejudice. He fails to exercise, 
any analytical faculty and betrays no 
consciousness of underlying social aj»d 
economic causes. He can write in art 
seriousness that the Influx of the con r ; 
vlct element was an influential factor 
in tho Revolution of 1776. for the loyali 
Ists were "fiuiet, law-abiding and re- 
ligious, fnr above the base, greedy rab- 
ble who followed the Rebel leaders." 
He Is a Tory of Tories with .-. profound, 
and touching reverence for the Party 
and its tenets. For him it was a favor 
to be allowed to live under a gracious ' 
and divine Majesty, his scorn for those 
who saw fit to forego this honor waa 
therefore unbounded. 

If time and research have enabled us 
to discard many of Klrby's findings on 
the nuestions he discusses, his very at- . 
tltude towards them will make hit book, 
of lasting Interest to the student of 
the history of thought, for it is a reve- 
lation, a cross-section, of the Loyalist \ 
mentality.
